DWECTIOUS DISEASE. 


Regard the ease of Typhoid, no definite source of infection 
could be traced. Of the two cases of Cerebro Spinal Fever one 
death regulted. Searlet Fever with 74 cases showed a considerable 
increase over the last few years, and 62 of the cases occurred in 
the last six months of the year. It never assumed the character 
of an epidemic. Measles with 355 cases was spread over 3 wards 
end occurred in the last six months of the year. Other diseases 
ig = particular mention and the age groups of ineldence are 
get out above. 
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SANITARY CIRCUMSTANCES OF THE AREA. 
WATER SUPPLY. 


The Rock and Highhouse supplies again gave trouble owing to 
corrosion and silting of the mains. This was remedied. Complaints 
regarding the Hey Knowle supply were received and 6 fortnightly 
bacteriological tests were made, The results of these were 4 
unsatisfactory and 2 border line, In consequence the Council 
decided to condemn the supply and 35 statutory notices were issued 
requiring the provision of a wholesome and sufficient service, 
Three of the houses were closed and 20 others had completed the 
laying on of Huddersfield Corporation's supply by the end of the 
year, the remaining 12 awaiting plumbers arrangements for lead 
piping. Houses on the Upper Clough supply were affected by a 
drop in pressure and investigations of the cause were in prosress 
at the end of the year. The percentages of supply are as follows:- 
Huddersfield Corporation 56.97, Tarl Dartmouth 11,85, Private 
supplies 15.31, giving a total of 34.13 of houses with a laid on 
supply. The balance representing 15.87 of the houses have to

 GLOSET ACCOMMODATION. 


Tables showing the Ward position are again omitted, but 
as previously, have been prepared and filod. Seven privies and 
eight tubclosets have been replaced by waterclosets, and 11 
additional waterclosets have been provided for existing properties. 
No new houses were built, thus the total increase in waterclosets 
was 26 for the year. The position regarding materials and labour 
continues to restrict conversions, Twentytwo subsidies of 235 each 
were paid. The numbers of the various types of canveniences 
serving the district at the end of the year were ac foliowst- 
Privies 1060, Tub closets 499, Waterclosets 4804 and Waste 
Waterclosets 71. | 


PUBLIC CLEANSING, 


The position is very similar to laat year when the 
difficulties cf carrying out the work of public cleansing increased 
Owing to the calling up of certain staff for wor service. 
Reorganisation has enabled the wort to be carmiod out with very 
few complaints. 


SALVAGE. 


A separate staff is employed for this work and during the 
year the increased requirements of the Ministry of Supply heve 
called for great effort in this department, As the reclamation 
of every kind of waste material is urged, the Council have 
purchased a bottle washing machine to enable the majority of 
salvaged bottles and jars to be put back into ¢l reulation. 


5 OF THE ARE 


The number of muisances in hand at the end of 1941 was 
26, and these with 115 new nuisances reported pave a total of 
139 for abatement. Of this number 105 were abated leaving 34 
to carry forward unabated, The majority of these will have to 
remain for abatement until after the war on acoount of the 
situation in regard to materiels and labour, They will remain 
on record untii such time for re-reporting to the Council. of 
the nuisances dealt with, 38 arose from defective drainase, 1 
defective sewer, 9 from defective sanitary conveniences, 2 
offensive accumilations, 15 insanitary privies, 41 insufficient 
water supply, 6 premises in such a state as to be a nuisance, 
and & animals kept as to be a nuisance. 


Thirtyseven statutory notices were issued ami 25 complicd 
with, 12 remaining in hand at the end of the year, YFortyfive 
informal notices were served and 40 complied with. 


FPACTORIVS. 


The number of factories 6n the register is the same as at 
the close of last year, namely 155 "Power factories” and 38 “Non 
Power Factories". Owing to the war requirement for the anal sanation 
of certain businesses several factories are not at present boing 
operated, but it has not been considered desirable to amend the 
register. The general conditions prevailing are very satisfactory. 
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BAKEHOUSTS «. 


The number on the ragister remains the same as last year, 
being classed under the Factories Act as 14 “Power Factories" 
and 7 “Non Power Factories". Inspection has shown them to be 
ctaaglippte ead Kept.

OFFENSIVE TRADES. 


Two businesses are registered under this heading and thay 
have been conducted in a satisfactory manner during the year. 


INSPECTION AND SUPERVISION oF FoOD.. 
DATRIES AUD cowsimps . 


These are 88 registered cowkeopers, and 128 cowsheds in 
the district. The average number of cows kept is 950, one new 
licence has beon granted for the production of Accredited Milk 
bringing the total to 11. During the war it is only possible 
to carry out minor alterations to cowsheds eta., but the seneral 
structural conditions are cood.

BOUSTNG. 
During the year 86 insvections were fade under the Housing 
Act 1936. Of this number repairs were carried out with respect 


to 45 houses, the remaining houses are under notice to repair. 
18 houses left over from 1941 have now been repaired. 


Gne case of overcrowding was abated by the provision of a 
Councii house, 


During the year representation was made wnder Section 9, 
Housin= Act 19%, with respect to one house. Later the owner
